Washington, Jan.IS.—The natioun 


board of trade, now holding Its aiinua 
session in Washington, faces radica 
reorganization, If not practical disin- 
tegration, as may develop within tin. 
next few days. The Uoston deelgates 


II representing the chamber of com- 


merce, are largely responsible for the 
movement to vitalize this venerable 
organization, but the issue Is in no 
sense sectional. 


For more than forty years the na- 


tional board of trade has been the one 
business body whose conclusions have 
been commonly accepted as represent- 
ative of national business sentiment. 
During certain periods of its career 
!he board has been as genuinely in- 
Juentlal as when it was an important 
factor in the establishment of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor. 


For several years the president ot 


the organization has been Prank D. 
La Lanue of Philadelphia, a retired 
business man of large wealth and much 
public spirit. 
Through .his interest in 


the success of the annual meetings, 
La Lanne has come to absorb many of 
the functions of the board and for sev- 
eral years he has paid many of Its 
bills. The board Is purely a delegate 
body, and last year its income from 
dues was only abo\it $2300, with es- 
timated expenses of possibly $10,000. 


Mr. La Lanue is said to have borne 


perhaps 75 percent of the financial bur- 
den, and us a result the meetings of 
boarA have been great social success- 
es. 
President Tafl addressed the din- 


ner of last year and Secretary Mac- 
Velgh, Senator Aldrlch, Ambassador 
Bryce and other prominent men were 
scheduled for.the dinner next Thurs- 
day evening. While the financial ser- 
vices thtiis rendered by La Lanne have 
been great 
and his motives 
were 


praiseworthy, a marked effect of his 
generosity lias been to weaken the 
organization. 


The affairs of the board have been 


directed almost exclusively by the 
president and a few friends, and the 
constituent bodies, and the commit- 
tees, relieved of responsibility, have 
allowed matters to take their course 
until the board In large measure has 
lost Us character as a thoroughly rep- 
resentative business body. 


In sending its delegation to Wash- 


ington this year, the Boston chamber 
of commerce picked the strongest list 
of men it could name. 
Many of the 


Boston men had not attended a session 
of the board before and they came 
with the purpose of transacting actual 
and Important business. 
They found 


little to do and an academic and social 
rather than business atmosphere per- 
vading Hie associalion. 


As the iie'wconiera talked among 


themselves, they became convinced 
that the national board of trade was 
not completely fulfilling its supposed 
mission. They had a conference with 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor Na- 
gei and found that official eager to co- 
operate, on the part of the govern- 
ment, with some great central busi- 
ness 
organlzallon. 
The 
secretary 


uttered no criticism of the board of 
trade, but it was known that the na- 
tional council of commerce, on which 
his predecessor based such brilliant 
hopes, had virtually gone to pieces, 
and It was noted that Secretary Nagel 
had not accepted the national board 
of trade as substitute. 


It is not putting it too strongly to 


•say that the newcomers were rather 
disgusted with the 
conditions 
they 


found existing In the national board 
of trade. They held a conference with 
La Lanne and found him more or less 
appreciative of the situation and ap- 
parently willing to co-operate In a plan 
to place the organization on a better 
footing. 
At this conference a com- 


mittee on reorganization was appoint- 
ed. 


It is not expected that a complete 


plan of reorganization can be devised, 
but the reorganizes are determined 
that the committee shall nt least offer 
t,ome suggestions for either a thorough 
overhauling of the old organization or 
the formation of a new one.
